The Appropriations Committee, 
i voting funds for the legislative 
ranch of the government, lacked 
n a recommendation that no fcd- 
^il funds be paid to union mem 
Ws on the legislative payroll who- 
e union officials had not filed the 
.on-Communist oath that the Taft- 
larlley law requires. 


The original intent of this oath 


vas to deny non-complying unions 
ecourse to the National Labor Re- 
alions Board. Some union officials 
.oubt the constitutionality of this 
jrovision and, rightly or not, have 
cfused to comply wth it. They 
vant a Supreme Court test of the 
cquirement. 
Among those officials is Philip 
fttrray, president of the CIO and 
[ the stcelvvorkcrs' union. There 
in scarcely be any doubt that 
Vlr. Murray is not only a non-Com- 
nunist but an anti-Communist. Al- 
so among those officials are the 
jfficcrs of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, which has some ! 
0(10 members in the Government 
Printing Office. The ITU is said 
p be the Appropriations Commit- 
ee's specific target.

McKinley's aged mother told of- 


ficers Thornton, a boarder in the 
home, shot her son following an 
argument. 


The search shifted to Oklahoma 


this morning when a farmer noti- 
fied McCurtain county Sheriff Wal- 
ter Roan at Idabel, Okla., 
that 


Thornton who spent the night 
in 


his barn, about three miles south- 
west of Broken Bow. 


Patrolman Booker 
and 
Sevicr 


county Sheriff V. W. Cannon joined 
Sheriff Roan at the farm, about 30 
miles west of here. Thornton fled 
when officers approached, and was 
captured nearby a short lime later. 


Booker snid Thornton had signed 


a waiver of extradition and was 
being returned here. Officials here 
said a special term of Sevicr Cir- 
cuit court probably would be con- 
vened to consider the case.

. Washington, May 25 —(/P)— This 
is a boom time for most of 
the 
country. But It's a time of bust 
for a lot of people too old to work. 


President 
Truman 
yesterday 


asked Congress to do a number of 
ihmgs about increasing social se- 
curity benefits. 


But Congress, busy with 
other 
things, is unlikely -to do much if 
anything about Mr. Truman's re- 
quest. 


There is room here lo go into 


only those social security benefits 
which affect retired workers and 
their dependents. 


In 1935 Congress decided workers 


should get some protection when 
they became too old to work, and 
so should their dependents if the 
worker died. 


That protection could be in 
tho 


form of charity, or it could be in- 
surance — old age insuranc'.' U a 
worker retired 
and 
lived sur- 


vivors' insurance for his family if 
he died. Congress decided on in- 
surance. 


So in lhat year, 1935, Congress 
passed the social security act 
It 


went into effect in 1937. This has 
been happening ever since: 


An employe is taxed one per cent 


up to $3000 of his pay a year. And 
an employer is taxed one per cent 
up to $3000 of each of his 
em- 
ployes' pay a year. 


This money goes into the social 
security, old a_ge and 
survivors' 


insurance fund. There is now about 
$9,500,000,000 in that fund 
Pay- 
7Jcnt,s *r°m the fund are running 
about $466,000,000 a year 
. To let the fund get built up, no 
one was allowed to start collcclinK 
insurance from it until 1940. 


But how much should a retired 
worker be able to draw as 
old 


age insurance? Congress 
decided 
that one back in 1939. This is if 


The most a retired worker can 


collect is $44.80 a month, the least 
is $10. The amount he collects de- 
pends upon how much 
tax he's 
paid into the fund. 


But not every worker is "cov- 


ered ' by the insurance. In some 
kinds of work — like farming — 
the workers are not covered, 
so 


neither they nor their employers 
pay a tax. Which means such 
a 


worker can't get any old afc in- 
surance. 


But most workers are covered

State Bankers 
Woisld Abolish 
Postal Savinqs 
aj 


Hot Springs, May ZG —(/P)—Aboli- 


tion of the U. S. postal savings sys- 
tem was advocated today by the 
president of (he Arkansas Bankers 
Association. 


In an address before the associn 


tion's 58th annual convention here, 
President 
Thomas 
Stone, 
Hot 


Springs, urged strong support of 
ponding congressional bills to re- 
duce interest on postal savings from 
2 to 1 per cent. He said the entire 
system eventually should be abol- 
ished. 


He declared: 


"We believe that banking serv- 
ice as set up today, with the wide 
coverage it affords has eliminated 
the necessity for the postal savings 
system, which was originally de- 
signed for the convenience of the 
puohc where banking service was 
not available." 


Pie said there is a need for fed- 


eral legislation eliminating double 
taxation on dividends—a tax paid 


by a corporation or bank and an- 
other paid by the individual stock- 
holder on the same earnings. 


Stone told tho bankers that 
as 


president of the association ho had 
traveled 10,278 miles on 
business 


and that everywhere he had found 
"evidence of a genuine desire 
on 


the part of bankers in Arkansas to 
help develop their community." 


Stone said the value of manufac- 


tured products in 
Arkansas 
lust 


year was more than 
$000.000,000 


while the value of the state's farm 
products was $525,000,000. 


"We believe this is the first year 


in its history that Arkansas' value 
of manufactured products has 
ex-
